Apple orchards flourished 
in the south, in Virginia and 
the Appalachian area. 
George Washi.ng ton and 
Thomas Jefferson wore two 
famous apple growers. 

In the North, Yankee ped¬ 
dlers who roamed the cocm- 
try selling tempting wares 
to the housewives and .swap¬ 
ping gossip wore rewarded 
with wedges of apple pie. 

Today the United States 
apple crop Is estimated at 
130 milliair bushels. Most of 
tlie.se apples come from 35 
of our states. 

Over 7,000 varieties of ap¬ 
ples have been given names 
during the centuries of re¬ 
corded history. Only wild 
crab apples were native to 
North America, but as maiTV' 
as 1,000 varieties of apple.s 
have become known in tills 
country since the early set¬ 
tlers arrived. Over 100 varie¬ 
ties are grown commercially 
in the United States today 
and of those 10 or 12 make 
up most of the prod'uetian. 

Apples begin to bear fruit 
when tlioy are focir or five 
years old. A few trees have

C. Northcote Parkinson is famous for his Parkin¬ 
son’s Law that “Work expands so as to fill the time avail¬ 
able for its completion." 

California’s Caspar W. Weinberger subscribes to a 
similar Law whicli says, in effect, that in government 
"Spending tends to expand for its own sake.” 

As the deputy director of the Office of Management 
and Budget elaborates: 

Spending for spending’s sake means “a careful assess¬ 
ment of national priorities Is discouraged, and many pro¬ 
grams of questionable merit are introduced.”

Pot isn’t worth it. Don’t 
blow your mind and your 
life on loco weed. I’ll never 
try it or anything else again. 
If I did the .next step for 
me would be death. I am 
not afraid of death, but I 
don’t want to die if I can 
still help someone who 
needs help. Besides that, I 
value my life too highly to 
let it go Up in smoke. 

I have found cnit some in¬ 
teresting things about mari¬ 
juana by reading about it. 
Besides being an excitant 
and depressive drug, it de¬ 
stroys the brain and distorts 
the mind, which then results 
in crime and degeneracy. It 
cattacks the central nervous 
system and the five senses. 
And yet, as absurd as this 
idea is, people are trying to 
make marij,uana more easily 
available. 

You say, "Well if they le¬ 
galized alcohol tlicn why 
don’t they legalize mari¬ 
juana?” The answer is very 
simple. It is this: In 1968, 
one-half of all the fatalities 
o.n our highways were 
caused by drunken driving, 
which means that 50 per 
cent of the 72,000 people 
who were killed on U. S. 
highways in 1968 died be¬ 
cause of alcohol. 

That means that 36,000 
people, approximately were 
killed on our highways be¬ 
cause of drunlcen drivers. 


Sounds like we have a little 
problem, doesn’t it? And 
now we want to legalize 
marij,uana and double that 
problem?

Under the Influence of 
marijuana you can’t drive 
your car like you should 
drive your car.

'Tlie next thin^ I knew I 
was in the hospital. The Doc 
told me that three of my five 
buddies had been killed. 
There was such fi'n impact 
that they died immediately. 
A,nother was in serious con¬ 
dition. Doc also said some¬ 
thing about that guy having 
a broken neck and internal 
injuries and he wouldn’t live 
long. He was right. Five 
hours later the guy was 
dead. 


’The fifth guy really lucked 
out — compared to the rest 
of us. He had a bunch of 
cuts a,nd' bruises, a broken 
arm and a broken leg. He 
was up and around after a 
few months. 


You’re probably wondering 
what is wrong with me that 
I say the last cat is lucky. 
Well, Doc said I’d never 
walk again. He told me that 
my back was broken, I was 
paralyzed and would be in 
a wheel chair the rest of 
my life. It was six years ago 
that this happened. 

I think I am very lucky 
to have been in the accident 
because if I liad'n’t been, I 
probably would have kept 
trying stronger drugs until 
I was a heroin addict. I have 
been practicing my walk but

Tax Revolt! 


All Californian's having received their county tax bills 
should realize; that one thing is apparent. If we are to 
have any form of tax reduction and put a stop to this 
form of confiscatory taxation, we must organize.
